6. AMBASSADOR TA HBWE AGREgD TO lIAKEJip »PF ponungti 
TO THE PRRTCEKT. the MSERVERS STRCMfiLY ENCOURAGED 
THk KPf ' lU &EIIU LEADERSHIP [BACK TO KIGALI TO CONTINUE 
FACE-TO-FACE NEeOTIATIONS WITH THEIR PARTNERS IN THE 
ARUSKA ACCORD. THE RPF INSISTED THAT IT tMS 
REPRESENTED IN KIGALI BUT I^REFERRED TO KEEP ITS 
LEADERSHIP AT THE HEAOOUARTEfiS IN MULINDI UNTIL THEY 
WERE NEEDED FOR SOMETHING SPECIFIC. AFTER TRIP BACK 
TO TOWN, THE AHBASSAOORS GATHERED AT U.S. RESIDENCE 
AMD AGREED THEY COULD SUPPORT THE CONCLUSIONS OF THE 
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2/18 NEETING ALONG WITH THE ADDITIONAL CONPMMtSES 
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THAT HW BEEN UOMCED OUT Itl MEETINGS UNMR PRESIDENT 
NABYARIWHA'S CHAIRIHNSHiP OH 2/25 AND 2/27. IT UAS
